The fact th at O benchain would 
represent M adalynne had previously 
been announced exclusively by the 
U nited Press. • 
John M. C urran appeared as at­ 
torney for Burch. 
Continuance Granted 
Obenchain and C urran asked th at 
a continuance be given until the en­ 
tire personnel of the legal counsel 
for the defendants could 
be 
com­ 
pleted. 
Judge Reeves granted the request. 
H earing of the pleas was set for 
A ugust 22, at 9:30 a. rn. 
He also ordered th at a tran scrip t 
of the testim ony given before the 
grand jury, which resulted in the 
Indictm ents for first degree m urder, 
be turned over to O berchain 
and 
C urran as counsel for the defense. 
Both 
defendants 
clasped 
their 
hands loosely in front of them as 
they stood before Judge Reeves. Mrs. 
O benchain’s face was pale, but she 
gave no other sign of the emotion 
to which she had been subjected. 
Burch did not arrive In the court­ 
room until order had been called by 
the bailiff and Judge 
Reeves 
had 
taken the bench.- 
“Is the defendant 
Burch 
here?” 
Judge Reeves asked. 
“I will get him,” answ ered the bal- 
Iff. 
Father at Son’s Side 
A few m inutes later Burch was 
led into the room from across the 
“ bridge of sighs” w hich 
connects 
the county jail w ith 
the 
hall of 
justice. 
He was solem n but com ­ 
posed. 
H is father, R everend W ill­ 
iam A. Burch was near him. 
A parley behind closed doors was 
in progress today follow ing the post­ 
ponem ent of arraignm ent. 
The parley Is over the question of 
w hether M adalynne and Burch will 
stand trial together and m ake a com ­ 
mon defense with one corps of at­ 
torneys, or w hether they will de­ 
m and separate trials.

flapjacks” 
stood 
con­ 
stant guard. 
A search for her was resumed

TENANCY IS INCREASING 


Of the total number of farms in the United States 
on January I, 1920, as shown by the Fourteenth Cen­ 
sus, 3,925,095 were operated by their owners, 68,525 
by hired managers, and 2,454,746 by tenants. 
Of 
the total number of farms, 60.9 per cent were oper­ 
ated by their owners, 1.1 per cent by managers, and 
38.1 per rent by tenants. 
In 1910, 62.1 per cent of the farms were oper­ 
ated by owners, 0.9 per cent by managers, and 37 per 
cent by tenants. The distribution in 1900 was, own­ 
ers, 63.7 per cent; managers, 1.0 per cent; and ten­ 
ants, 35.3 per cent; in 1890, owners and managers 
together, 71.6 per cent; and tenants, 28.4 per cent; 
in 1880, owners and managers, 74.4 per cent; and 
tenants, 25.6 per cent. 
It is evident, therefore, that there has been a grad­ 
ual accrease in the proportion of farms operated by 
their owners and a corresponding increase in the pro­ 
portion operated by tenants. 
In general, this tendency is to be looked upon with 
disfavor. 
Ownership means more to the land than 
does tenancy. Some kinds of tenancy become a posi­ 
tive menace. 
Hie tenant who takes everything he 
can from the land and puts nothing back, expecting 
“to throw the lemon away when he has squeezed it 
dry,” is not a desirable acquisition to a community. 
The tendency of the Japanese to be that kind of a 
tenant is but one of the fundamental objections rais­ 
ed to him as a farmer in California. 
What will the next ten years show? 
Is the farm 
becoming more attractive so that the percentage of 
farms operated by owners will be greater in 1930 
than in 1920? 
Farm bureaus and other co-operative and govern­ 
mental agencies have set themselves to the task of 
betterment of farm life. 
It is essential to the pre­ 
servation of economic ideals of the country that they 
be given support in their endeavors.

It was prophesied several months ago by shrewd 
observers that business revival in the East would be­ 
gin about the middle of the summer. Recent events 
bear out that prophecy. 
There are many convincing signs, comes word 
from the East, chief among which is the increasing 
wholesale demand for goods. Retailers have bought 
as little as possible the last year or two, in order not 
to be caught on a falling market. Now their shelves 
are rather bare, and they have started filling them. The 
tendency has been especially marked in textiles. That 
is natural, for the readjustment started first in the tex­ 
tile trade. It extends, however, to many other trades, 
and may soon reach all the important lines. 
The orders for goods that are pouring into every 
big buying center will soon be reflected in stimulated 
manufacture. That means more employment, and in 
turn, more buying power on the part of the consuming 
public. 
Increased consuming power then accelerates 
the merchants’ orders, and makes more employment, 
and so it goes. 
The process, once fairly started, is 
cumulative. 
Indications of other kinds are likewise favorable. 
People who have jobs are working harder. Crops, on 
the whole, are good. Bankers are “loosening up” and 
providing more funds for legitimate enterprise. 
The 
railroads at last are beginning to make money. Stocks 
and bonds have started up, slowly and jerkily, but 
with a general bull tendency that is unmistakable. 
There is more confidence in the air. Business psychol­ 
ogy is more cheerful and confident. Things are going 
better internationally. The national tax burden is still I 
oppressive, but against that discouraging factor is set 
the hope inspired by the coming disarmament confer­ 
ence and the prospect of peace for many years to 
come. 
When conditions show so much improvement in 
August, ordinarily the dullest month of the year, thev 
are sure to be better in September, declare men who 
are studying conditions the country over. 


INSURANCE A MAINSTAY 


The first record of fire insurance in America was 
a company formed in Philadelphia in 1752 but no 
attempt was made to organize a fire insurance com­ 
pany in the Qty of New York until 1770.
